jjOOO&fJSFTER perufmg the feve- 
& A & ra l accounts relating to the 
Cww^^ unfortunate Mifs Bell ; I 
beg leave (though to fome 
it may appear impertinent) to lay 
before the public, a few reflections 
that occurred to me fince the death 
of that much to-be pitied young la- 
dy: and as I do, upon my honour, 
declare I did not know Mifs Bell nor 
any of the gentlemen, concerned in 
that inhuman affair, fo I hope I fhall 
not be accufed of partiality for what 
I mall advance in the following 
pages. 

B Every 
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Every man that is prompted to 
take up the pen in defence of juftice, 
innocence, or even in commiferation 
of the unhappy and diftrefled, has cer- 
tainly aright to expect, a fair and can- 
did perufal ; and fuch, I truft, he will 
always have by the friends to virtue 
and humanity. I fhall not attempt 
to offer any thing in vindication of 
the character of the unhappy young 
lady; for, that fhe was in fome de 
grec abandoned, I think, admits of 
no doubt: but let her be ever fo 
much abandoned, fuppofe her dead 
to every fenfeof fhame, yet furely fhe 
never could defervethe cruel, brutifh, 
and inhuman treatment fhe met with 
from fomebody. I fay, admit fhe 
was callous to every thing that h 
good, and then, I think, all circum- 
ftances confidered, we fhall rather be 
inclined to pity her than to think 

the 
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the barbarous treatment {lie met with 
a juft punifhment lor her fins: but 
it docs not appear to me that this 
girl (when fober) was at all wicked- 
ly inclined ; on the contrary we find 
her (for one of her unhappy calling) 
remarkably delicate and modeft; and 
as Captain Holland and feveral other 
people, whole varacity, I think, is to 
be depended upon, had an opportu- 
nity of feeing and converging with 
her feveral times, when fober ; I 
think, it is very improbable fhe 
mould relate an untruth fo often, to 
fo many different people, at fo many 
different times, and hardly ever vary 
in one material circumfbnee. This, 
.1 think, is very odd; but not fo much 
to be wondered at as fome other 
things relating to this very extraor- 
dinary affair. 

B 2 \Vhcn 
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When a man is tried and acquitted 
by the laws of his country, I appre- 
hend, no man has a right to call his 
innocence in queftion: but I would 
ail; any unprejudiced obferver, whe- 
ther it does not plainly appear from 
every circumflance, as well as from 
the pamphlet wrote by Capt. Holland, 
whofe humanity, friendfhip, and dif- 
interefted generality, can never be 
too much extolled, that Mifs Bell 
had two very bad wounds? 

I likewife beg the favour to afk, 
if Mr. S. did not give her thofe 
wounds, who did? I cannot find that 
any other perfon was even fufpecled. 
Perhaps you'll fay £he had no wounds, 
the wretch was delirious, and eaten 
up with a complication of diforders, 
and did not know what fhe faid; 
this might be the cafe: but I do not 
find that Capt. Holland ever found 

her 
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her in this delirious condition, tho' 
he vifited her feveral times, and that 
not long before her death, when I 
fhould imagine her diforder was at 
the height. On the other hand, fhe 
was always perfectly in her fenfes, 
and never varied in her flory to 
him. 

If we admit fhe was fenfible, and 
that fhe really related what Capt. 
Holland has made public; we muft, 
I think, bring fomebody in guilty, of 
giving her the wounds at leaf!, for 
noperfon, I think, that is actuated in 
the leaft, with the principle of gene- 
rofity, can fuppofe a poor creature 
finking and almoft expiring under a 
load of infamy, no charitable per- 
fon, I fay, can reafonably fuppofe a 
poor creature in her unhappy and 
deplorable fituation, and at the fame 
time fenfible of the danger fhe was 

in. 
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in, would brand an innocent perfon 
with being guilty of a crime of the 
blacked dye. I own I am weak 
enough to think there is not that 
wretch breathing, that is feniible he 
has not many hours to live, that 
would eo out of the world with a 
perjury in his mouth; a perjury too 
of the mod heinous nature. 

No one, I think has accufed Capt. 
Holland of being any way interefted 
in this affair, and therefore I cannot 
fuppofe Mifs Bell did not tell him 
what he has related in his pamphlet. 
viz. " That Mr. S. gave her the 
" wounds (he then fo feniibly felt, 
" and told her he would cut her fo 
" {he mould not be able to fit; and 
" if that would not do, the next time 
" he faw her he would cut her fo that 
'• fhe mould not be able to live; ' 
[cruel and inhuman! ] " He then, " 

fays 
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fays fhe, " pulled out a penknife 
" and {tabbed me as if he had been 
" [tabbing a hog. " 

Capt. Holland, naturally aflced 
her what provocation me had given 
Mr. S. to occaflon this ftrange and 
wanton behaviour j when me anfwer- 
ed., not like a woman delirious, " I 
41 cannot tell, for I do not know, I 
" ever affronted him in my life, 
" at lcafl, never to deferve fuch treat- 
" ment. " 

When fhe went home to her 
lodgings, me was bruifed from head 
to foot; all which wounds, Capt. 
Holland fays fhe told him, " Were 
" given by Mr. S. She being afked 
" whethci^fhe faw Mr. S. after that, 
" anfwered, no; but finding my ill- 
"• nefs increafe, and that he did not 
Vk come near me, I wrote him a let- 

" ter, 
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" ter, informing him of my flcknefs 
" and diftrefs. " When Mr. S. fays 
the witnefs, returned her the follow- 
ing polite anfwer, which, as it is an 
original, and as it may chance to 
ferve other Gentlemen upon fome 
future occaflon, I mall beg leave to 
tranfcribe at full length. " Mifs 
Bell, if you are well, I am well, 
pay the poft and all is well." 






Reader, let me beg you to reflecl:, 
that this is a letter from a young 
Gentleman of family, that has re- 
ceived a polite education, to his be- 
loved Miftrefs, labouring under fevere 
misfortunes ; a Miftrefs too, that had 
undoubtedly granted him many fa- 
vours, and who was Mr. S — 's in- 
ferior in nothing but being unfor- 
tunate. 

Capt, 
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Capt. Holland declares that me 
was always in her fenfes when he faw 
her; the laft time he faw her, he 
told her he was going to write to her 
father, and defired to know if fhe 
Jiad any thing particular to fay. She 
anfwered, no; but foon recollecting 
herfelf, fhe faid, " Pray give my du- 
ty to my dear Mother, and let her 
know I have not a great while to be 
in this world, but I hope I fhall meet 
her in another, where we may be 
more happy than we have been in 
this. " [perfedly fenfible this.] 

I have made thefe quotations to 
prove that the girl was not always 
delirious, during her laft illnefs : 
therefore if we admit that, as I think 
every unprejudiced perfon muft, we 
fhould be very uncharitable to fufpeft 
her of perjury, efpecially as fhe was 
fo apparently fenfible of the danger 
C fhe 
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me was in, and had fuch a lively 
fenfe of her duty to her parents, 
hoping too that ihe mould be happy 
in the world to come. 

Thefe things premifed, I think, it 
appears pretty plain that Mifs Bell 
did receive two wounds, which me 
thought, and that when fhe was in 
her fenfes too, would certainly be the 
occaflon of her death ; whether they 
were or not I mail not take upon me 
to determine. 

As I am entirely unacquainted 
with both parties, and as I write 
free from prejudice and ill-nature, 
fo I hope I mail not be condemned 
for my attachment to either fide of 
the queftion : and mould I be in the 
leaft inftrumental in clearing up, 
what the town, at prefent, feem 
to be very much diffatsfied with, my 

end 
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end will be accomplifhed. In order 
to which give me leave to afk the 
following queftions. 

Firft, I would aflc, what could 
be the reafon for refufing Capt. Hoi 
land admittance, when the coroner's 
inqueft fat upon the body of the de- 
ceafed, although he had a fummons 
to attend, did attend, and was defi- 
rous of being heard. This, to fay no 
worfe of it, was certainly very im- 
prudent of Mr. U. for if there was 
nothing unfair going forward, why 
mould Capt. Holland be refufed, 
what any man has a right to infill: 
upon. 

And again, was it not very redi- 
culous to fummons a man to attend, 
when they did not intend to hear 
what he had to fay, though he came 
pun&ual to their orders ? I do not 
C 2 mean 
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mean to caft any reflection on Mr. 
U. but I really think Capt. Holland 
had great reafon from the above cir- 
cumftances, to complain of ungen- 
teel treatment; fince whatever occa- 
sioned the death of the deceafed, 
Capt. Holland's prefence could not 
have done any harm, nor have been 
of any dilTervice. 

Secondly, I would afk, whether it 
does not appear from every circum- 
stance, related in the firft part of the 
trial , thatMifs Bell was by fomebody 
extremely ill- ufed at the bagnio? and 
farther, that me did receive two very 
bad wounds there? to fay nothing of 
the bruifes in her fide, &c. which pro- 
bably might be occasioned by a fall in 
adrunkenflt. Now ; as it appears from 
the circumftance of her fending for 
clean linen to the bagnio, and from 
what fhe laid toher maid E. Honyball, 

when 
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when fhe came home, exclusive of 
what fhe afterwards faid to Mr. Hol- 
land, that fhe did abfolutely receive 
thefe two wounds, at the bagnio, I 
would, thirdly, afk who was brutifh 
enough to be guilty of fuch a piece 
of cruelty ? 

I think, we cannot, reafonably, 
fuppofe any perfon guilty of giving 
her the wounds, that were not in 
company with her; and as it alfo ap- 
pears very plain that fhe had been ■ 
moft of the time fhe was abfent from 
home, in the company of Sir W. F. 
and Mr. S. I own, I think, there is 
fufficent reafon to fufpedt that one 
of thofe Gentlemen were guilty of 
fome very fhameful indecencies ; and 
as fhe herfelf [though delirious] en- 
tirely exculpated Sir W. F. I think, it 
does not require any great conjurati- 
on to find out the real offender. 

When 
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When the foregoing part of thefe 
remarks were written, I had only- 
read the two firft parts of the trial, 
and Mr. Holland's pamphlet; where 
every thing appeared fo plain to me, 
in behalf of Mr. Holland, that I 
could fcarce harbour a wifh in favour 
of Mr. S. but as I was determined 
at my firft fitting down to write, to 
reprefent facts, as they appeared to 
me, fo I mail friew my impartiality, 
by carefully attending to the latter 
part of the trial ; where the fcene is 
entirely changed, and every thing 
appears unqueftionably in favour of 
Mr. S. 



In order to fet this matter in as 
clear a light as poflible, I fhall confi- 
der the credit of the witnefTes on 
both fides of the queftion, and 
how far their evidence corrobo- 
rates together, and fhall then 

make 
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make fome fhort remarks upon 
the whole. 

The Witnefles on Mr. Holland's fide 
were, 

E. Honyball, fervant to the de- 
ceafed. 

Capt. Holland, adjutant of the 
Norfolk Militia. 

Ann Knight, daughter of the wo- 
man where the deceafed lodged 
at Marybone. 

Mr. Drake, merchant, in the city. 

Mr. Moon, fteward to Lord Or- 
ford. 

Mifs Young, an unfortunate lady. 

The Rev. Mr. Boot, of Mary- 
bone. 

The material part of Honyball's 
evidence feems to be the circum- 

ftance? 
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fiances of her miftrefs's fending for 
her to the bagnio, and ordering 
her to bring her fome clean linen. 
The linen fhe fetched away, (lie fays, 
was very bloody : fhe alfo fays, her 
miftrefs, Mifs Bell, frequently afked 
her for fome pomatum, and ufed to 
take it into the bed ; and ufed to fay 
me had fomething which fhe did not 
choofe to tell of, and it would be 
her death. This was after the 30th 
of Auguft, when her miftrefs was at 
Mrs. Parker's, where {he lodged. 

She likewife fwears that her mif- 
trefs not only told her, but Mrs. Par- 
ker, and feveral other people, that 
fhe had two very bad wounds, which 
would be her death; and that fhe 
received them from Mr. S. in the 
manner related in the former part of 
this pamphlet, and that the wounds 
were fo bad that it prevented the 

nurfe 
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nurfe from adminiftering a Glyfter, 
&c. 

Capt. Holland, is very circumftan- 
tial, and relates what he has advanc- 
ed in his pamphlet, and what is 
quoted in the former part of this, 
with very little variation. 

Ann Knight, delivers in her evi- 
dence very prettily and extremely 
clear, every part of which exactly 
agrees with Mr. Holland's; which 
ftory, me fays, me relates jure, as fhe 
was told it by Mifs Bell, when to all 
appearance fhe was in her perfect 
fenfes. 

Mr. Drake agrees with the forego- 
ing witnefles in regard to the wounds, 
and fays Mifs Bell told him they were 
given her with a pen-knife, but does 
not fay by whom. 

D Mr, 
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Mr. Moon advances nothing ma- 
tcrial. — What he fays feems to 
be from the information of Capt. 
Holland. 

Mifs Young appears to know very 
little of the matter, and what me fays 
is mere matter of opinion. 

The Rev. Mr. Boot, who attended 
her in her illnefs to pray by her, fays 
fhe never in his hearing laid the caufe 
of her death to any particular per- 
fon, but that fhe appeared perfectly 
fenfible, very difcreet and devout. 

I come now to examine the witneffes 
on the behalf of the offender, Mr. 
S. which are, 

Frances Waldgrave, nurfe to the 

. deceafed. 
Thomas Blifs, an apothecary. 

Mr. 
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Mr. S. 

Alexander Sexton, formerly waiter 
at Haddock's bagnio. 

Daniel Heaviland, another waiter 
at the fame place. 

Elizabeth Jones, fervant at Had- 
dock's bagnio. 

Mary Afhmead, fervant at the 

fame place. 
Dr. Smith. 
Mr. Crane, and 
Mr. Pott, both Surgeons. 

Frances Waldgrave depofes, that 
ftie went to nurfe Mifs Bell ; and after 
me had been there fometime, by the 
apothecary's orders, fhe attempted 
to adminifter a Clyfter, but was pre- 
vented by the wounds, or fores that 
fhe found near the fundament of the 
deceafed. 

D 2 Here 
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Here I muft obferve, that Capt, 
Holland in giving in his evidence, 
fays he was informed of the wounds 
Mifs Bell had, by this nurfe as well 
as by the decefed; but the nurfe ut- 
terly denies his having any particular 
converfation with her on that fubjecl:, 
and fays fhe never told him afyllable 
of the matter j nor did he ever afk 
her. 

Mr. B. The apothecary, gave in 
his evidence with great precifion, and 
declares upon his oath, that thefe 
wounds or fores could not contribute 
to haften her death; and fuppofes 
they were as falutary as an iifue in 
the arm would be towards her re- 
covery. 

I muft, however, in fome meafure, 
condemn Mr. B. — 's pofitivenefs, for 
I think no man is capable of making 

good 
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good what he fo boldly aflerted, viz. 
" That with her habit of body, a 
mortification would have happened 
there, whether (lie had wounds or not, 
and that fhe would have mortified 
juft where fhe did, and when fhe did, 
and would have died at the precife 
time. " 

Mr. B. is no doubt a fatal iff, or 
he would not have been able to tell 
how all thofe things would have 
happened ; but I muft own I differ 
a good deal from Mr. B. in 
opinion.-- -For, if fhe had wounds, 
I really think they muft aid the 
mortification.and confequently haften 
her death. 

I come now to Mr. S — 's defence ; 
but fhall only take notice of fuch 
parts of it, that are effential; and 
that tend to fet things in a clear light. 

After 
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After declaring his innocence, Jie 
very fenfibly remarks, that it was ex- 
tremely odd this girl did not make 
her complaints, and occafion him to 
be apprehended before me faw Mr. 
Holland, which was a great many 
days after this was faid to be perpe- 
trated. 

This behaviour I think was ex- 
tremely odd ; for what could be her 
reafons for not making a full dif- 
covery of the whole affair, to Mrs. 
Parker? If me did not care to men- 
tion it to a man [which by the bye, 
is a delicacy not to be expected 
irom a lady of her calling] furely flic 
could not be amamed to tell Mrs. 
Parker ; who would doubtlcfs have 
been good-natured enough to have 
enquired farther into this very in- 
tricate affair. 

The 
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The waiters and the maid fervants 
at the bagnio, fet this matter in a 
very clear light, they all agree ex- 
actly as to the time and circum- 
ftances ; and have upon their oaths 
declared they never favv or heard that 
Mr. S. ufed Mifs Bell ill, any other 
way than by not making her the 
ufual prefent, which to be fure was 
enough to exafperate her to a very 
high degree; and which I fuppofe 
has been the real occaiion of all this 
mifchief. 

Dr. Smith, the phyfician, called 
in by Mr. B. is very clear in his 
evidence, and thinks to the beft of 
his judgement, that an obftinate in- 
flammatory fever, was the occafion of 
thofe eruptions, which have hitherto 
been call'd wounds, but which the 
Dr. truely fays, is nothing extraordi- 
nary in cafes of the like nature. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Crane and Mr. Pott, gentle- 
men of the faculty, of known abilities 
and reputation, entirely agree with 
Dr. Smith, and fay they have often 
met with cafes of a fimilar nature. 

Thus have I endeavoured to fet 
matters in a clear light, by confider- 
ing the credit of the witnefles, on 
both fides, and fhall now leave every 
man to judge for himfelf. But be- 
fore I take my leave, .1 fhall beg 
to make a few obfervations on 
the whole, which may ftill ferve to 
illuftrate and explain, what may 
otherwife remain a little perplexed 
and intricate. 

Mifs Bell's maid Honeyball, fays 
upon her oath that her miftrefs was 
ill a bed, during the whole time of 
Bartholomew fair; but Mary Afh- 
mead, one of the fervants at the 

bagnio, 
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bagnio> declares upon her oath like- 
wife, that Mifs Bell, came to Had- 
dock's bagnio the day after the 
wounds were faid to be given, and 
feemed in perfect health, afked for a 
dram, and told her fhe was going to 
Bartholomew fair: therefore one of 
thefe fervants muft: abfolutely be per- 
jured. 

Every perfon that will give him- 
felf time to recollect, muft think it 
extremely odd that the wounds could 
be given, and the young creature 
ufed in the barbarous manner, me 
fays fhe was, and at a public bagnio, 
where the waiters are conftantly run- 
ning up and down ftairs, and they, 
nor any body elfe in the houfe, never 
to hear any thing of the matter. 
This, I think, is not very probable: 
for can it be fuppofed fhe would 
tamely fubmit herfelf to be cut and 
E flamed

flamed in the manner me has de- 
fer) bed, and never fo much as cry 
out for afliftance. Nay, what is ftill 
more improbable, is her going home 
to her lodgings and never fo much as 
telling any of the fervants at the 
bagnio [who were her intimates] that 
me had received the leaft hurt. I 
mould imagine if Mr. S. had ufed 
her ill, tho' it is poflible he might 
prevent her crying out while he was 
treating her in this manner; yet 
when fhe gained her liberty, I won- 
der fhe did not fry to the iirft perfon 
fhe faw for protection ; to whom fhe 
might, withfafety, have told her tale; 
efpecially as waiters at bagnios, and 
thofe fort of ladies generally under- 
ftand one another pretty well. 

Capt. Holland fays the nurfe met 
him in an outer room, when he went 
to fee the deccafed, and told him 

what 
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what has already been related : the 
nurfe, upon her oath, declares fhe 
never told him a word of the matter. 
One of thefe muffc be very much 
miftaken ; which it is, is beft known 
to themfelves. 

If Mifs Bell had been wounded 
in the manner reprefented by Capt. 
Holland, me certainly muft have 
bled a great deal. Then is it not 
extremely odd that there was not 
the leaft appearance of blood 
found, either upon the floor or bed 
in the room where fhe is faid to have 
received her death's wound? 

But that me received her death's 
wound at that bagnio I do firmly be- 
lieve ; for the liquor fhe drank there 
was certainly enough to kill any 
Drayman in London. 

E 2 Upon 
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Upon the whole, I think, it ap- 
pears very plain that me did not 
receive any involuntary wounds at 
all; but that fhe poifoned her- 
felf with ftrong liquors, and died 
in confequence of that debauch, 
I fincerely think is true. 

The gentlemen, no doubt, might 
be a little merry too, and in the 
midft of their mirth, I fuppofe, 
fome words arofe between them 
and the ladies, and poflibly Mr. 
S. might give her a kick, which 
me might very likely deferve; and 
that added to his going away 
and not giving her any thing, was 
enough to enrage her: and what 
will not thole kind of people fay 
when they fuppofe t'hemfelves in- 
jured ? 



In 
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In fhort, the whole of this trou- 
blefome affair feems to have taken 
its rife from a common debauch, 
which, I'm forry to fay, are too 
frequent and too notorious. 

I cannot conclude without de- 
claring I think Capt. Holland has 
a&ed a very friendly, generous, 
and humane part ; for it very clear- 
ly appears that he had no motive 
but juftice for embarking in fuch 
a troublefome and expenfive an 
undertaking. If things were wrong- 
ly reprefented to him, he merits 
our pity, but does not deferve our 
blame. 

I could, however, wifh Capt. 
Holland had not pecipitately pub- 
limed his pamphlet; for that has 
certainly inflamed the minds of 
fome people to fuch a degree, that 

they 
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they will never be brought to think 
Mr. S. innocent, though it Should 
be proved he was never in the 
company of the deceafed. But as 
Mr. S. ftands fairly acquitted by 
the laws of his country, and that 
upon the clearer} evidence, fo I 
hope the more feofible part of 
mankind wi)J. believe him innocent; 
and I likewife hope Capt. Holland 
is now thoroughly convinced of his 
error.

witneffes, that I, like a great man) 
more, had miftaken the fadt. 1 
therefore hope I mail not be con- 
demned for faying fomething or 
both fides: for by having facl; 
wrongly reprefented to me, I was 
greatly deceived; but I hope this 
public recantation will fufficientlj 
compenfate for any thing that may 
be faid in the foregoing pages tc 
the prejudice of Mr. Sutton.
